greater grandeur. Perhaps we were in- 
clined to regard it thai way because our 
views of the sun were usually taken 
some time after he made hi- first appear- 
ance. Punning a road successfully 
through this region is certainly a great 
piece of engineering and mechanical 
skill. The road winds in a zig zag fash- 
ion up the mountain, sometimes form- 
ing ulinost a perfect horse shoe. There 
were three loups at one part of the road, 
and in making the ascent we could look 
back and see the track in three diffeicnt 
places that we had jMisaed over. We 
passed through miles ol snow sheds and 
pine forests. The mountain is covered 
with tall pine trees. Itcforo entering 
the Arkansas or (irand Canon, an ob- 
servation car was attached to our train 
and we all took seats on that, which en- 
abled us to get a much U tter view of 
the canon. This canon is even more 
beautiful than the Plack Canon the 
rocks higher and more varied in color 
ing. 

A Scotchman on Want the car went 
into ecstucics over the scenery ; said we 
had no ancient ruins or castles to Wast 
of, but our natural scenery surpassed 
anything in Scotland. The highest rock 
in Grand Canon towers 2,100 feet above 
the track. We passed over the Swing- 
ing Bridge, also in this canon; it is 
swung from the rocks on either side, 
and has no support from Wlow. Mar- 
shall's Pass is the highest point reached, 
the altitude Wing lO.tVxl feet. It is 
here that any one with very weak lungs 
experiences such difficulty in breathing. 
Several persons in advanced stuges of 
consumption have died at this point. 

After leaving Marshall's Pass our next 
|)oint of interest was Pike's Peak. We 
had a very good view of it ; also wit- 
nessed a snow storm some distance from 
us. Colorado City is quite attractive as 
viewed from the depot, hut we did not 
stop long enough to Uke in the WautieB 
of the town. We reached Denver at K 
p. m. We had t» possess our souls in 



patience and await the morrow before 
taking in the sights of this wonderful 
city. Our tours around the city were 
more limited here, owing to the severe 
illness of one of our party ; still we man- 
aged to see much to admire.

LOUISV ILLE M ARKET. 

The tobacco market lias not been satis- 
factory to sellers this week. The quality 
of the offerings has been exceedingly 
poor. Good Burley leaf seems to bo get- 
ting exceedingly scarce. The bulk of 
the good tobacco is either sold, or own- 
ers are holding it off the market. Moat 
of the buyers pronounced the market 
weak and sluggish except for occasional 
hogsheads of good red tiller or colory 
leaf. Some of them, however, thought 
the market fully as strong as it was last 
week and that the low grade, nonde- 
script character of the breaks gave the 
market a ragged, sick appearance that 
was hardly justifiable. The offerings 
have been lighter this week than they 
have been this year. Old Burley is 
scarce and except for the better grades is 
selling near inside figures. The .lark 
market is steady and active. Good 
sound leaf has elicited active bidding, 
and heavy, dark lugs, when in good 
order, met with strong competition. Re- 
ports from the country indicate prepara- 
tions for a large crop.— Faimens Home 
Journal.
